He said that ho wanted to spend several 
days of leisure, and that today (March 27, 19fl) he was leaving for 
Florida. Following his’ brief ’-vacation he would conclude hie lecture

The undersigned 

then mentioned that Dr. Hrynlooh'a English had a trace of Trench ascent.
